ed in the senate banking and cur­ 
rency committee Tuesday by Rep­ 
resentative F. H. LaGuardia, Re­ 
publican, New York 
Chairman Norbeck opened the 
hearing by stating th at Congress­ 
m an La Guard ie had come into 
possession of papers which seemed 
to have “an im portant bearing on 
this investigation.” 
Representative LaGuardia said 
his evidence was gathered during 
the house m arket investigation. 
“It has been stated th at mem­ 
bers of the exchange had nothing 
to do with promoting or ballyhoo- 
ingstock,” LaGuardia said. “I am 
prepared to say that • any such 
statem ent is false.” 
H ired Publicity Men 
La Guardia said that m isstate­ 
m ents may be profitable in forcing 
stocks up or down. 
LaGuardia -declared th a t stock 
brokers hired publeiity men to rig 
the m arket and that he could pro­ 
duce a witness who would testify 
to paying out $170,000 to financial 
writers. LaGuardia said this man 
had also paid an additional $114, 
OOO to financial writers but was un­ 
willing to reveal the details because 
some of the men were dead or un­ 
employed. 
“Not only do bankers rig the 
m arket hut I shall now deliver to 
the committee proof th at when a 
stock is to be rigged a high pres­ 
sure publicity man is obtained and 
retained and the financial writers 
contact him,” LaGuardia •a * . “I 
have checks here th at financial 
writers have accepted. We will now 
take the case of the Savage Arms.” 
LaGuardia at this point drew a 
batch of cancelled checks from a 
folder, And spread them down for 
the senators to see. 
La Guardia said one publicity 
man had handled 61 stocks and 
th at he was willing to appear as 
a witness. His name was given as 
Newton Plummer. LaGuardia 
said he had paid an aggregate of 
$266,000 in ‘‘ballyhooing stocks.” 
Plum m er was In the business about 
15 years. 
He declared th at Richard Whit­ 
ney, president of the New York 
Stock Exchange had told the com­ 
mittee a few days ago that it was 
not the brokers 
but 
the 
public 
which in its eagerness to buy ran 
up the price of stock. The evidence

would dem onstrate that stocks were 
artificially bid up to whet the pub­ 
lic appetite.

Hines, adm inistrator of veterans’ 
affairs, appeared before the house 
ways and means committee Tues­ 
day in opposition to the $2,000,000/- 
000 bonus bill. 
Hines told of the great amount 
of ald now being given /eterans. 
He 
said 
that 
during 
February 
alone expenditures of the veterans’ 
adm inistration were $70,000,000. 
Hines submitted data showing 
that 3,539,507 adjusted service cer­ 
tificates of $35,141,844 fees value 
were now in force. 
The average value of each cer­ 
tificate issued was given as $998.10. 
New Currency 
Hines said there were two ques­ 
tions only involved in the present 
bonus bill situation—whether “it is 
proper to pay the veterans 0 0 # ,“ 
and “what effect such legislation 
will have on the nation’s finance.” 
The bonus bill would pay the 
veterans In new currency. 
Tracing the legislation on adjust­ 
ed compensations, Hines said the 
purpose was similar to an endow, 
ment insurance policy. 
Veterans Confused 
“The veteran has become con­ 
fused because of the value amount 
printed on the certificates whleh he 
does not realize was the figure due 
only 20 years after the certificate 
was issued,” Hines said 
Hines estimated there 
are 
no 
more veterans out of employment 
now than when *:ie compensation 
certification bm was passed 
He 
said 600,000 are now out of work. 
On March SI the total loans made 
on certificates amounted to $1,386,- 
828,621, Hines informed the com­ 
mittee. 
Hines in answer to a question es­ 
timated that cancellation of the in- 
J terest ch arg es on loans on the cer­ 
tificates 
between 
1933 and 
1945 
would cost the government $1,016,- 
706,521. 
Hines said funds of the veterans 
administration would have to be 
increased if the interest ratea were 
cut.

GOVERNMENT VERSUS THE RAILS— 


One fact emerges from all the conflicting testimony for 
and against inland waterway development— these arteries of 
transport amount to government subsidized competition against 
the rails. 
Less than half of the real costs of the principal common 
carrier barge lines are provided out of rates and the remainder 
is borne by the taxpayer. 
The Inland Waterways Corporation, 
owned and operated by the government, paying virtually no 
taxes, no capital charges on waterways it uses, and nothing to­ 
ward keeping them in repair, has still been unable, over a long 
pe'riod of time, to earn from receipts the operating expenses of 
its barges. 
Furthermore, the salary of the manager of the cor­ 
poration and the cost of maintaining its offices, are not included 
in operating expense. 
A similar condition obtains in other water systems, such 
as the Erie Canal of New York where the taxpayers are forced to 
make up an annual deficit as large as the money paid for trans­ 
port. 
Without the public treasury behind them, most waterways 
could not exist. 
They have been proven utterly unable to stand 
on their own feet. 
Thus the government is in the peculiar position of tak­ 
ing business away from the railroad industry which employes 
hundreds of thousands of workers and pays millions of dollars in 
taxes, in order to get business for government subsidized water­ 
ways which furnish service to a limited number of people for 
less than cost, and charges deficits to the general taxpayers— 
most of whom can never use the waterways.— International Falls 
Daily Journal.

THE REAL BOOTLEG PROBLEM— 


Anyone who thinks it would be possible to enforce a law 
providing five years imprisonment and a $10,000 fine for pur­ 
chases of bootleg booze is entitled to work fervently for the 
passage of the proposed Sheppard law in Congress. 
That such a law would collapse of its own weight seems 
likely. 
But even the most devout enemy of prohibition must ad­ 
mit that there is a certain amount of logic in the idea. 
The biggest problem that prohibition has brought— the 
one that often must seem utterly insoluble— is the fact that of­ 
fenses against the dry law are financed by law-abiding citizens. 
Al Capone is the archtype of the beer kings. 
He has 
built up a criminal organization startling in its power and its 
wealth. 
In every city of the land there is a duplicate of it, large 
or small; and it is safe to say that there is not a decent citizen 
in the land who does not long to see these gangs, big and little, 
stripped of their power. 
But where does this power come from? 
Straight from 
the ranks of “decent citizenship” ; from the pocketbooks of men 
who would not dream of violating the law themselves and who 
have no sympathy whatever for the underworld. 
Lawlessness, more audacious than any the country has 
known before, is thus based on the support of the law-abiding. 
The underworld draws its funds from the respectable. 
Every man who buys a drink contributes to the reign of 
the Capones, the Rothsteins and the Diamonds. 
The drinker 
violates no law— but he supplies the money with which gangland 
flouts the law on a stupendous and horrifying scale. 
There is the real problem of prohibition. 
It is illegal 
to sell booze, but legal to buy it. Does not the remedy to penalize 
the buyer also— or, perchance, to legalize the sale of beer, knock 
most of the props out from under gangland, and divert this 
stream of money from the underworld to the United States 
treasury? 


CREDIT WHERE CREDIT IS DUE— 


In somewhat the same manner in which sulphur and 
molasses dosing of our grandmother’s day got credit for the 
health work done by dandelion greens, which usually made their 
appearance on the family table at about the same time, so an 
increased consumption of milk, reported in a number of local­ 
ities, is regarded as a sign of returning prosperity. 
While this 
it probably true, to health officials, nutritionists and relief work­ 
ers, it also indicates something else of importance. 
It confirms 
a belief which has been steadily growing among these commun­ 
ity leaders for some time— that we are slowly but surely learn­ 
ing that milk is the biggest and best bargain offered in the food 
markets today. 
Milk is our most nearly complete food, being rich in the 
proteins that serve to rebuild worn-out body tissues. 
Milk is our 
best food source of calcium, that most essential element of bone 
and tooth structure, and other mineral salts that average modern 
diets are apt to slight. 
It boasts the vitamins that mean health 
and growth and is rich in carbohydrates and fats that furnish 
daily energy and reserve strength. 
Together with whole-grain cereals, fresh fruits, green 
vegetables, eggs and a ponton of meat, a full quart of milk each 
day for every child and a pint for every adult will balance our 
meals, protect us from many infections, keep us well and work­ 
ing toward lasting health, happiness and prosperity.
